„% Mormonism” and the ‘‘ Mormons,” 
and tell the most abomina' le lies that 5 
ever issued out of the mouths of mor- 
tal men, misrepresenting us in every 
particular, and circulating every ex- 
ploded lie ever originated, in the 
bowels of hell concerning us. They 
appeal to the sympathies of the ig- 


norant and prejudiced to raise mouey 


to support them, sometimes in prey- 

ing upon our wives and children, and 
to establish schools in our musst for 
this express purpose. And occasionally 
they offer our children free schooling 
with the money contributed as the 
reward of their lies and infamous 
misrepresentations of this people. 
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Will the Elders of Israel say they 
can not school their children unless 
they place them in the care of such 
infernal liars and whore - 
mongers?

entering sooner into this Order, they | 
were similar to those that prevented 
children at: school taking a sudden 
jump from the fourth reader to a stage 
of education far in advance of that 
they had not been prepared to receive 
it. As far as he had been able to ob- 
serve, however, the people in the 
settlements he had visited were pre- .. 
pared to enter upon that grand o- 
operative system. It was in our power 
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to build up the kingdom of God, and 
it could be done by taking the coun- 

pels of those appointed to lead us. 
We needed not to care for the revil- 
ings and ridicule of the wicked, for 
the time would come when those scof- 
fers would vanish like dew before the 
rising sun. 
who, as soon as he got them in the 
position he .wanted them to be in, 


would desert them. 


The.speaker continued for some time 
showing that the United Order was 
the grandest plan that ever had been 
instituted for the amelidration of the 
human family, and that it would ac- 
complish all that had been predicted 
for it, according to the faithfulness of 
the people. He also bore.a powerful 


testimony to the truth of the great 


latter-day work, and predicted the. 
final triuniph of the kingdom of God. 
Elder. Albert Carrington delivered a 
discourse on the religious and political 
condition of the world, in which he 
declaimed against the worship of gold, 
which had obtained 80 2 in 
the earth, and especially in the na- 
tion in which we live. i 
President George A. Smith made 
some closing remarks in which he ex- 
horted the Saints to fulfill every duty 


incumbent upon them; that the proper 


way to pay Tithing was, when thé pro- 
rty to be Tithed was received by the 


individual. There was, however, but 


little use of paying Tithing unless. 
the person doing so had faith in the 
principle or law. We moved for- 
ward into the United’ Order of Zion, 
and we should do so whole-souledly, 
putting aside selfishness, corruption 
and dishonesty, and seeking to love 
our neighbors as ourselves. Those 
who were in debt should seek at once 
to discharge their liabilities. The 
speaker would far rather wear a pair 


of wooden-bottomed shoes that he 


rightly owned than a pair made of the 
finest materials that some merchant 
had to present a bill for that he could 
not pay. With regard to wooden- 
bottomed shoes, they had been proved 
to be far more conducive to health in 
damp weather than leather, preventing 
rheumatism, colds, sore throats, etc.

OUR VISIT TO DEN MARX. 
— — 


On Tuesday, May 19th, after attending the London beled we n 
at London Bridge, on board thé S. S. Granton, for Hamburg, and thence to 
Hopenhagen, to attend a Conference appointed for May 23rd and 24th. Our 
passage across the German ocean—480 miles to Hamburg—was extraordinarily . 
pleasant, being free from sea sickness and the many disagreeable features of 
stormy weather and rough seas. Three hours slow travel by rail brought us to 
Kiel; seven hours more, by steam, took us across an arm of the Baltic,— 
skirting the coast of the island of Langeland on the one hand and that of the 
island of Laaland on the other—to Korsér ; from whence, after two and a half 
hours’ pleasant and easy railway travel, we were brought safely, on the 22 
ult., to Copenhagen, where we were warmly greeted by President 0. d. Larsen 
and a number of both Utah and native Elders. 

That evening we attended the regular meeting of the 8 Branch, 
Which was well attended, the commodious meeting room of the Saints being 
well filled by a warm-hearted, earnest and attentive eongregation, who partook _ 

-treely of the excellent spirit enjoyed so bountifully by the Elders who addressed 
3 them. At the conclusion of the meeting, we passed through a cordial and 
vigorous ordeal of shaking hands, with greetings of Welcome to Denmark.“ 

The following day, the opening meeting of the Conference was held at the 
‘same place, where the local business of the Conference was transacted in a 
prompt, spirited and agreeable manner, onder the guidance of the President 
of the Conference Elder Carstensen, the remainder of the time being devoted 
to short discourses by some of the Elders. On the Sabbath day, three meet- 

ings were held, in a large hall, hired for the occasion, which were well attended 

the Saints and strangers. The discourses of the Elders were listened to 
with the utmost attention, great. interest being manifested in the same by 
all present. We could not help noticing the contrast, in this respect, from 


. what we experienced twelve years ago, on our first visit to Copenhagen,—it was 


then a rare thing to hold a meeting without molestation or interruption from 
@ bigoted and senseless class of persons who nought on every ee 
annoy the Saints in their religious: worship. | 

On Monday, the 25th ult., at 10 a. m., a Priesthood meeting, was held in the 
Saints’ meeting room, @bich also was well attended; and in the evening, the 
Branch choir gave a musical entertainment, which was patponined to e 
ing, and went off with n eclat. 
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We have 1 very much gratified and pleased in ines the lively and 
healthy condition of the Copenhagen Conference, (which numbers 982 mem- 
bers), as well as the earnest and commendable zeal. of the Elders in bearing 
aloft the banner of Truth. We observed one feature in the conduct of that 
Mission, which we would commend to the notice of the Presidents of Confer- 
-ences in the British Isles, wherever it can be made practicable. In agricul- 
tural or other districts, where work is brisk during certain seasons, and 
slack, or at a stand still, at other seasons, the loeal ‘brethren who, during the 
dull seasons, are out of employment, could be—as they are in Denmark 
profitably employed in the ministry,—visiting from village to village, or from 
house to house, among their neighbors, and preaching the everlasting Gospel, 
trusting in God, as did the ancient disciples, and as all, so engaged should’ do 
to-day, and at all times, taking no thought as to what they shall eat or drink, 
ot wherewithal they shall be clothed,—knowing that He, who notices even the 
Sparrow, will not desert the faithful laborer who is worthy of his hire; and 
when the busy season for the laborer returns, resume work again at their walle; 
keeping ateadily i in view the great object of gathering to Zion, and remem-. 
bering that the quickest and best road leading there—and ‘to deliverance from 
the many hardships to which the poor are inevitably subjected in the over- 
crowded countries of the Old World,— lies in the strict and careful observance 
of the just and righteous laws of God, revealed to us in the Gospel. 

After a pleasant, and I trust not altogether, unprofitable, visit to the Saints 
in Copenhagen, we returned to. England, arriving at Liverpool on the 2nd inst., 
in excellent spirits, rejoicing in the —— mercies of the Lord to his sen

Dear Brother, — As my time is draw- 
ing near for leaving this land and re- 
turning to my ‘‘ mountain home,” I feel 
impressed to write you an account of 
my labors while here. I regret very 
much that my health has become so 
impaired as to render it necessary for 
me to return at so early a date, not 
feeling fully satisfied with my labors, 
though I can truly say that my desires 
and endeavors have been, since. my 
arrival, to do all the good I possibly 
could, trusting in the arm of the Al- 
mighty, and asking for. his Spirit to 
direct me aright. With the aid of the 
experience of the past year, and the 

‘blessing of the Almighty, I can see 

where I might improve my labours and 

rform much more perhaps in the 

uture, were it consistent with circum- 

stances.for me to remain longer in 
these lands. 

On the 25th May, 1873, in company 
with other missionaries, I arrived in 
England, and was immediately ap- 
portioned to the Liverpool Cunference, 
to Jabor under the direction of Elder 
John Neff. I was not in very good 
health when 1 arrived, in consequence 
of which I was directed by Prest. Car. 
rington to not commence my labors for 
a few weeks at least. I, however, 
gained a little more strength and was 
enabled to travel, with brother Neff, 
among the Saints in the Branches, 
until his departure for home -ip Octo- 
ber last, when I was appointed to 
. succeed him. Not till brother Neff's 
departure did I fully realize the posi- 
tion and circumstances I was in, being

judgment, though guided by the reve- 
lations of the Holy Spirit. 

In regard to the condition of this 
Conference, I may say that the affairs 


| thereuf—both temporal and spiritual 


—aré in a very fair condition. One 
Branch is not in as good a condition 
as might be desired; although there is 
‘room for improvement in all of, the 
Branches. The Conference numbers 
about 315 members. The baptisms, 
during the year, will compare favor- 
ably with other Conferences, and are 
almost equal to the number of the 
Saints who have.emigrated in the same 
time. There are a few individuals 
whom I expect will shortly be bap- 
tized. The prospects for emigration 
during the ensuing season ate very 
encouraging, there being, from present 
indications, upward of forty persons 
who are expecting to emigrate this 
season. There is but very little help 


looked for from friends in Zion to 


enable these Saints to accomplish their 
deliverance from Babylon, as they 
have already saved nearly sufficient 
means for the purpose. I am glad to 
see that most of those who have 
gathered from this Conference, and 
intend to do so, have been prompted 
by a desire to serve the Lord, and 
make that their first consideration. 
The necessity of this I have endeavored — 
‘to impress upon the minds of the 
Saints,—that they should seek first 
the interests of the Kingdom and, con- 
sequently, their own salvation, and all 
While 
some have done their best in this 
matter, others have been legs diligent 
in seeking to acquire the meana for 
their deliverance ; and others ayaio, I 
regret to say, do not appear to realize 
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| the necessity or im portance of gather- 


ing and the blessings that are to be 


secured by. observing that principle. 


.. The Liverpool Conference is scattered 
over a very extenstve tract of country, 
and has.needed conatant traveling that 
the Saints might he visited. It is 
expected: that out-door preaching will 
be resumed very shortly, as the bre- 
thren in the Branches are organizing 
themselves for that purpose. 

As it may be interesting to you and 


the readers of the Star to learn some 


thing concerning the progress of the 
Work on the Isle of Man, I will endea- 


vor to give here an account of brother

John Quayle's and my own: labors 
there. There are a few—say six or 
seven—Latter-day Saints on the island, 
who are faithful to their religion, 
although their opportunities—till bro- 
ther Quayle commenced his labors 
there—of seeing any of the Elders and 


receiving from them spiritual food, 
have been but limited. Since Novem- 


ber last, brother Quayle has labored 
indefiatigably among the people: visit- 


ing them at their homes and striving 


to impart ‘unto them correct informa- 


tion with regard to the doctrines of 


our faith. He has succeeded in gain- 
ing the good-will and respect of a large 
number of persons, and in disabvsing 
their minds of many false impressions 
and prejudices respecting the Latier- 
day. Saints. Whether any material 


good will resnlt from his labors re- 
mains yet to be seen. 


On the 21st April, by invitation 
from brother Quayle, 1 went over to 
Douglas for the purpose of 5 
hall and holding publio meetings. We 
engaged the St. James Hall, —a large 
and oommodious room, —and after 


inviting Elders John C. Graham and 
John H. Burrows to come over from 
Liverpool and render assistance, we 
caused the town to be placarded, an- 


nouucing two meetings on Sunday, 
April 26th,—afternoon and evening. 
Brothers Graham and Burrows ac- 
cepted our invitation, and in accord- 
ance with our announcement, we pro- 


ceeded to open our meeting on the 


Sunday afternoon. We—brothers Gra- 
ham, Quayle, Burrows and myself— 
had scarcely taken our seats on the 
platform, when from forty to fifty men 
rushed wildly into the room and filled 
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several of the seats immediately in 


front of us. From their conduct, af- 
ter seating themselves, it appeared 
evident to us that they were combined 
to disturb the meeting. Many more 
came in, some of whom, however, did 
not appear to be in league with the 
rest. Before we opened the meeting 
with the customary exercises, one in- 
dividual who occupied the front seat 
ahd appeared to be one of the ring- 


leaders, and had a number of books, 


&c., which we afterwards 
earned to be anti- Mormon” works, 
arose and asked us if the, meeting was 
intended for discussion, Brother 
Graham, who, by arrangement, had 
charge of the meeting, replied-that the 
purpose for which the meeting was held 
had already been announced, but fur- 
ther explanation would be given, if 


needed, after it had been formally - 


opened. It was evident, from the 
manner of the individual and his as- 
sociates, that a movement was on foot 


to break up the meeting. One power- 


fully-built person, on entering the 
hall, created quite & sensation amo 

those already seated,—he came in wit 

a huge club in his hand and on taking 
his seat received a nod of recognition 
and N from several of the 
mob. e succeeded in singing a 
hymn, and offering up a, prayer to 
the Almighty for his especial favor, 
after which brother Graham arose to 
give a few necessary explanations, and 
to request that that order and decorum 
which should be observed on all such 
occasions on the Sabbath day, might 
be observed at that meeting. Effurts 


were made by several of our opponents 


to cry down brother Graham and to 
obtain a hearing for themselves, but 
after a liberal supply of lung-musio 
had been furnished, we were successful 
in gaining a brief hearing. Brother 
Quayle being introduced as a native 
of the island and lately a resident of 
Salt Lake City, addressed the audi- 
ence for a short time, though not 
without several interruptions. After 
be had concluded his remarks, efforts 
were again made to take the meeting 

out of our hands, but after brother 
Graham and myself had appealed to 
the Manxmen’s love of fair play,” 
and reminding them that we had paid 

for the use of the hall, we succeeded

afternoon. The agent of the hall, 
however, called on us and said that he 
could not possibly feel safe in opening 
the hall, or allowing it to be opened, 
without the payment of damages in 
advance, for he had been informed 
that the purpose of the mob, which 
would be greatly increased in numbers, 
was to rush into the room and occupy 
the principal seats; and after it be 
came sufficiently dark, turn out the 
lights and destroy the furniture, &,, 
and at the same time attempt to do 
bodily. injury to the Mormons,” 
We conferred with inbabitants of 
Dauglas N to the matter, and 
endeavored to learn if any ection 


could be sequred, but from all that we 


could learn it was impossible to obtain
